These sources have 
stated at various times that the criminal organization know 
as the Chicago "family" has been known by various nares 
Such as the "outfit", "syndicate", "the family" and other 
terms of reference, However, the most common term of 
references known to them and that most widely utilized by 
members of the organized criminal element in Chicago is the 
"outiit". Regardless of the term of reference, all sources 
agree that there is an organized criminal element which 
exists and functions in the area of criminal activities aud 
legitimate enterprises. All sources concur that the organ~ 
ization' to which they refer as the "outfit" stems from the 
AU CAPONE era and organisation and has undergone only a 
Slignt organizational change since that time. | 


11. ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 
AND LEADERSHIP

The organizational structure of the Chicago LUN 
"fanily", as it is known today, was brought about primarily 
through the efforts of ANTHONY JOSEPH ECC ARDU, who served 
as "boss" and "conmission" representative of this "fanily" 


for approximately ten years. 


The basic organizational structure of the Chic ago 
"family" has, since its inception, included ethnic groups 
within its framework which could be advantageously utilized 
to further the financial interests of the Chicago "family", 
In many instancos, during the past and at tho present timo, 
power and prestige have been vested'in persons of non-Italian 
extraction. 


An connection with the lesdership of the Chicago 
"family", ACCARDO's successor as "boss" was SAMUEL M. + 
GIANCANA, ‘who acted án that capneivy from 1956 or 1957, 
Until June Y, 1965. when ho was cited for contempt of court 


and i"earcev. oc until “ay 31, 1:66. immediately upon his 
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| release, GIANCANA fled the country and established residence 


in Mexico where he continues to remain, During GIANTANA'Ts 
absence, SAM "TEETS" BATTAGLIA was designated as the intorim 
acting "boss" and continued in this capacity fron May, 3958 
until May 9, 1967, at which time he was convicted of a 


Hobbs Act violation and remained in the custody of the Attornes 


General without bail. Since that time and until the present 
date, he has been and continues to be incarcerated in the 
United States Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas, and the 
United States Penitentiary, Marion, Illinois. 


From May, 1967, until August, 1967, the Chicago 
"family" operated without any specific individual being 
designated "boss" or acting "boss". Several persons such 
as FELIX "MILWAUKER PHIL" ALDERISIO, FIORE BUCCIERY and 
JACK CERONE were considered as successors to this position; 
however, no official designation was made and these persons 
were apparently reluctant to assume this role becuase of 
the "heat" which was apparently attached to this position. 
in August, 1967, Chicago sources reported that the official 
leadership of the Chicago "family" had been assumed on a 
temporary basis by ANTHONY JOSEPH ACCARDO and PAUL DE LUCIA, 
also known as PAUL RICCA, both of whom nave acted in this 
capacity in the past and were, as of August, 1967, considered - 
to be in a retired status. CG T-6 learned in October, 1970, 
that SAM "MOONEY" GIANCANA will probably not return to 
Chicago from his self-imposed exile in Mexico, This source 
learned further in November, 1970, that TONY ACCARDO and 
PAUL. RICCA continue to provide the leadership for the Chicago 
LON "family", 


in March, 1967, CG T-7 stated that ANTHONY ACC ARDO 
and PAUL RICCA continue in a leadership capacity in ‘the 
Chicago "family". CG T-8, CG T-9 and CG T-10 have advised 
on various dates, up to and including Cetober, 1971, that 
ACCARDO and RICCA continue to run the Chicago "family" and 
that 212 major decisions are made by then, CG T-10 states 
that SAM SATTAGLIA certainly exerts control even though incar- 
cerated in the United States Penitentiary at Marion, Illinois, 
and in his opinion, would be equal in stature and decision 
making With ACCARDO and RICCA, Because of his incarceration,

when necessary and to oversee the daily operations of the 
tf re i :

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CG T-10 advised that with the sudden death of 
FELIX "MILWAUKEE PHIL" ALDERISIO on September 25, 1971, at 
the United States Penitentiary, Marion, Illinois, a void was 
created in the leadership ranks, which apparently has not been 
filled. This source reflected that still ANTHONY SPILOTRO, who 
bad been the apparent director of ALDERISIO's operation during 
his incarceration would appear a likely replacement; however, 
SPILOTRO moved to Las Vegas, Nevada; during the early part of 
1971, and it docs not appear that he will return to Chicago. 
On the occasion of his visit during the ALDERISIO wake and 
funeral, there was no guestion as to who the leader of this 
element was. On the occasion of SPILOTRO's infrequent trips 
to Chicago since ALDERISIO's death, SPILOTRO continues to assume 
a leadership role. This source feels that SPILOTRO's position 
has not been finally .resolved as yet. 


CG T-9 advised that in his opinion, a possible 
sucdessor to PHIL ALDERISIO is a long-time associate in crime 
and business ventures, CHARLES NICOLETTI. This source states 
that NICOLETTI has a long, tested and established ruthlessness 
is exceeded only by ALDERISIO -and who enjoys the confidence and 
friendship of the upper echelon members of the Chicago "Family". 


JACK CERONE was considered to be a logical successor 
as "boss" of the Chicago "family"; ‘however, any ambitions 
toward'ithis office have been ‘thwarted with his conviction in 
Federal Court, Chicago, for a Interstate Transportation in Aid 
of Racketeering (ITAR) - Gambling, Comspiracy matter on May 9, 
1970. He was incarcerated at the United States Penitentiary, 
Leavenworth, Kansas until October 15, 1973, when he was released. 


On October 11, 1972, PAUL DE :LUCIA, also known as (AKA) 
PAUL "THE WALTER" RICCA, died of natural causes, leaving a 
void in the hierarchy of the Chicago LCN "Family". 


In October, 1972, CG T-11 advised that shortly after 
the death of DE LUCIA, there was a top leadership meeting of the 
Chicago "family" in which the realignment of ‘the hierarchy was 
discussed. 


Present at the meeting were ANTHONY J. ACCARDO, ‘with 
whom DE LUCIA has shared the top leadership in recent past, 
GUS ALEX, RALPH PIERCE, and LESLIE KRUSE, all uper echelon 
leaders of organized crime with responsibility for affairs of 
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organized crime in the Chicago Loop and South Side and Lake 
County, Illinois respectively. At the meeting, ACCARDO 
announced he will remain the top leader of the Chicago "family" 
and DE LUCIA will not be replaced. ACCARDO will rely more and 

. more on the advice on polich of GUS ALEX, the most intelligent 
and personable hoodlum leader now available, who has, during 
the past several years since the death of MURRAY L. HUMPHREYS, 
assumed more and more responsibilities. JOSEPH AIUPPA, upper 
echelon LCN leader with responsibility for Cicero, Illinois, 
will be relied more ‘heavily in the future by ACCARDO. 


The following represents the organizational break- 
down of the Chicago "family" with those persons responsible 
for leadership in the designated areas: 


Boss ANTHONY ACCARDO 
'Underboss Open (JOHN CERONE, Acting Underboss) 
| , Consiglieri Open (FELIX ALDERISIO, deceased - 


no apparent successor named) 


Capo AL PILOTTO 
JOHN CERONE 
JOSEPH ALUPPA

DOMINICK DI BELLA | 


As of this time, none of the top positions in the 
Chicago LCN have been filled. No known effort is being made 
by ACCARDO to fill existing vacancies. In those instances 
where a Capo has been incarcerated or deceased, his group 
is being run by his top lieutenant. It would appear that no 
one is being considered for promotion as of now. 


LOOP 
GUS ALEX 


According to CG T-10 and CG T-11, GUS ALEX continues 
to exert considerable influence and assumes responsibility for 
activities within the First Ward of Chicago, which is the area 
encompanying Chicago's loop. According to these sources, ALEX 
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is responsible for overseeing all activities, both legal and 


illegal, within this area and is undoubtedly one of the most 


powerful non-Italians in the Chicago area today. ALEX exerts 


control and influence over various politicians, legitimate 


businessmen and maintains contact with local judges in the 
First Ward area. 


CG T-1 “has previously advised that PHIL ALDERISIO 


(deceased) was the apparent successor from the LCN membership 


to FRANK FERRARO (deceased) in the control of First Ward 
Affairs, but relied primarily on GUS ALEX for its successful 
i dul 


According to CG T- 10 .and CG T-11, ALEX has spent 


considerable time away from the Chicago area-having spent 


time in his mewly purchased condominium in Hollywood, Florida. 
Despite this extensive travel, he continues to exert his 
influence and control over First Ward activities of interest 
to the organized criminal element. 


It has. been reported that members of a group 
referred to :as the GUS ALEX group of corrupters are RALPH 
PIERCE, responsible for corruption of law enforcement personnel; 
LESLIE KRUSE, responsible for corruption in the State Legis- 
lature; and GUS ALEX, who is responsible for corruption of 
the local judicial and labor areas. 


NORTH SIDE 


DOMINICK 'DI BELLA (CAPO) 


ROSS PRIO, former Capo, ‘died on December 22, 1973, 
and according to CG T-11, was immediately replaced by DOMINICK 
DX BELLA, 


DI BELLA's group controls the near North side night- 
club/cabaret area of Chicago and North to Niles, Illinois. 


JOSEPH DI VARCO, aka "CAESAR" DI VARCO, is PRIO's 
top lieutenant and handles near North side responsibilities 
for PRIO, 
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CG T-12 and CG T-13 have advised that DI VARCO 
has put the word out to his people, JOSEPH ARNOLD .and HENRY 
"RED" KUSHNIR that they are to deal only with persons known 
to them as "reliable" people. No new customes, either "juice" 
or gambling are to be taken for fear they may cooperate with 
government agents. DI VARCO has ordered that "Street Taxes" 
(Rush Street) are only to be collected from people who have 
not complained in the past - JOSEPH ARNOLD "runs the street" 
and receives payoffs from various night clubs and cabarets 
is the "juice" man and handles police payoffs. 


On June 16, 1972, ARNOLD and DI VARCO were found 
guilty in United States District Court (USPC), Chicago, 
Illinois, for conspiring to make false statements on their 
income tax returns. On August 8, 1972, ARNOLD and DI VARCO 
were each sentenced to one year imprisonment and five years 
probation with the latter commencing upon completion of in- 
carceration. Both are now out on appeal bonds, but the Court 
of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit issued a mandamus on 
October 25, 1973 and both are expected to begin serving their 
sentences on November 12, 1973. 


"RED' KUSHNIR has been incarcerated since October 2, 
1973 on a two year sentence for. perjury. 


SOUTH SIDE 
RALPH PIERCE 


RALPH PIERCE, another non-Italian, is primarily 
responsible for gambling and bookmaking activities among the 
white element on Chicago's near south side. His area of con- 
trol reportedly extends south from Chicago's Loop to the Cal- 
umet City area, and possibly into the Whiting, Indiana area. 
GUS ALEX has been mentioned by some Chicago sources as exerting 
influence and control in some south side areas; however, it 
is not known if ALEX does, in fact, control segmented portions 
of the south side or if his entire field of responsibility 
encompasses all of this area. It is known, and has been verified 
by physical observation, that RALPH’ PIERCE and GUS ALEX are 
close personal friends who are in almost daily contact. RALPH 
PIERCE is responsible for the south side operation, and the 
possibility exists that PIERCE operates with the sanction and 
approval of GUS ALEX, 
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Among those persons who have been identified with 
the PIERCE gambli roup are LIONEL IVES; CHARLES CARROLL; E 
— — an ART MARKLE, a top e 
lieutenant, died in September, 1971. No replacement has 
been named. 


WEST SIDE 
CAPO-OPEN 


On August 17, 1973, FIORE "FIFI" BUCCIERI, Capo 
of the West Side group, died and as yet his position has not 
been filled. 


The BUCCIERI group controls an area extending from 
the Chicago River west to Harlem Avenue, and from north of 22nd 
Street to an area which is controlled by JACK CERONE. This 
group is also responsible for the territory in Cicero, Illinois, 
which is north of 22nd Street and may be responsible for all 
crap games in the Chicagoland area. 


The areas of activity being conducted by the 
BUCCIERI group concern all dice games, not only within the 
confines of his territory, but possibly throughout the city, 
"juice" and bookmaking activities. JAMES "TURK"! TORELLO and 
the LA PIETRA brothers, ANGELO and JAMES, are primarily re- 
sponsible for the overall operations of the BUCCIERI activities. 
FRANK BUCCIERI, broth&r of FIORE, and JOSEPH FERRIOLA, aka 
JOE NEGAL, are close associates and believed to be responsible 
for bookmaking activities inasmuch as these persons are 
closely tied in with DOMINICK CORTINA and DONALD ANGELINI, 
known gamblers, operators of bookmaking activity, handicapping 
service and suspected wirerooms. | | 
CG T-8 advised recently that TORELLO appears to be 
the logical successor to BUCCIERI with FRANK BUCCIERI, ANGELO 
' LA PIETRA, and JOE FERRIOLA as possibly prevailing. | 


SOUTH SIDE 
CICERO, ILLINOIS 


JOSEPH AIUPPA (CAPO) 
CG T-12 and CG T-13 have advised that JOSEPH AIUPPA 
[Me 8 M 
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continues to be responsible for the south side of Cicero 

from 22nd Street in Cicero, Illinois, and handles whatever 
illegal activities occur within this area except for that 
portion assigned to FIORE BUCCIERI. According to these sources, 
ANTHONY ORTENZI has succeeded ROBERT ANSANI (deceased) as 
AIUPPA's chief ‘Lieutenant in this operation. Within the recent 
past, many of the "joints" in Cicero have been closed and 
AIUPPA has lost considerable influence over the politicians 

aud police in this area. There is no casino-type gambling 
being conducted in the Cicero area at this time.  AIUPPA 
continues influence over vice activities in the Cicero area, 
which is now the prime activity within that area. The Turf 
Club and Towne Motel, which were AIUPPA owned and operated, 
have been razed and parking lots are now in existance where 
these sites had formerly been. 


In September, 1973, CG T-5 advised that AIUPPA 
is reportedly suffering from throat cancer. 


WEST SIDE 


JACK CERONE (CAPO) 


JACK CERONE was released from the U.S. Penitentiary, 
Leavenworth, Kansas, at 8:30 A.M. on October 15, 1973, and 
since then has been confined at the Loyola Medical Center, 
Brookfield, Illinois with bleeding ulcers. 


The area, encompassed under CERONE's responsibility, 
extends west from the Chicago River to Harlem Avenue and north 
of Madison Avenue. 


SOUTH COOK COUNTY 
AND WILL COUNTY 


AL PILOTTO (CAPO) 


On October 30, 1972, former Capo FRANK LA PORTE 
died and in 1973, CG T-6 advised that his position was filled: 
by AL PILOTTO. PILOTTO's brother is the Chief of Police in 
Chicago Heights, Illinois. 


PILOTTO controls the southern portion of Cook County, 
including an axea beginning with Blue Island extending east to 
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the Indiana State Line and encompassing a part of Will County, 
Illinois, including Joliet. Top lieutenants of PILOTTO 
are JAMES CATUARA and "TOOTS" ‘PALERMO. 


DUPAGE, KANE, MCHENRY COUNTIES 


WILLIAM DADDANO (CAPO) 


WILLIAM DADDANO is currently incarcerated at the 
U.S. Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas, and is serving a 
15 year sentence in connection with his conviction for Bank 
Robbery. 


There appears to be limited control exerted by the 
LCN in these counties at the present time, and their sphere 
of influence would concern itself primarily with jukebox 
and coin-operated machines in these areas. In the past, 
JOSEPH AMATO ‘had' been utilized by DADDANO to oversee respon- 
sibilities in McHenry County, and he is active in this capacity 
as of this time. | 


| = One of DADDANO's areas of responsibility concerned 
a "juice" operation headed: by PASQUALE "BUCK'" CLEMENTI, a 
chief lieutenant for DADDANO. 


GENERAL CONIROL 

The Chicago "family" has always attempted to control 
and.dominate various activities not necessarily related to 
legal or illegal enterprises. It is a known fact that MURRAY 
HUMPHREYS (deceased) was utilized as a contact man iu the 
labor field prior to his demise. GUS ALEX has replaced 
HUMPHREYS in this area and reportedly exerts control and 
influence, not only in areas of labor, but over local judges 
and politicians. 


In the field of labor unions, the Chicago "family" 
has exerted influence where possible, and although not directly 
controlling unions, has made it a point to obtain persons of 
influence in areas of union activities. JOSEPH AIUPPA bas been 
active in the Motion Picture Projectionists Union; AL PILOTTO 
and VINCE SOLANO have been active in the Hod Carriers Union; 
GUS ZAPPAS has been involved in the Laundry Workers Union;

JOSEPH GLIMCO in the Taxicab Drivers Union, and DOMINIC 
SENESE in the Produce Drivers :Union. All of these individuals, 
except GUS ZAPPAS, have been identified as LCN members of the 
Chicago "family". There are other individuals connected with 
the various union, but hold lesser positions, who are LCN 


members or are affiliated with or controlled by LCN members 
of the Chicago "family". 


ROCKFORD LCN "FAMILY" 


Information has previously been furnished indicating 
the existence of a'Eamily' in Rockford, Illinois. This 
group has, for the most part, operated independently of the 
Chicago "family" inasmuch as there are no close controls 
or associations existent between the memberships of these 
two "families". It was believed that in past years members 
of the Chicago "family" had attempted to exert influence in 
connection with the selection of a "boss" in Rockford, however, 
these efforts were unsuccessful. 


CG T-14 has indicated that to the best of his 
knowledge, the current organizational structure existing 
in Rockford, Illinois is as follows: 


JOE ZAMMUTO - Boss 


FRANK J. BUSCEMI - Underboss 

(BUSCEMI is the likely successor to ZAMMUTO in the 
event of his retirement. However, BUSCEMI has old 
Chicago ties which may well rule him out as a 
successor.) 


JOSEPH ZITO - Consiglieri 

CG T-1 has advised that the only persons known 
to him in the Rockford "family" are JOE ZAMMUTO, JOSEPH ZITO, 
and JASPER CALO, all of whom he knows as LCN members. 


CG T-15 has advised that JOE ZAMMUTO continues as 


boss of the "family" and in September he issued instruction 


to all members that if anyone was caught dealing in narcotics 
they "would wind up in a trunk." 


This source also stated that Rockford "family" 
satisfied with two year sentence given CHARLIE VINCE for 
extortion. VINCE will be out in a year. Family also pleased 
he got Public Defender to handle appeal rather than expend 
more money on the case. 
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III, MEMBERSHIP ` 


The membership figures conceming the Chicago 
"family" have, at verious times, been set forth by different 
sources and have ranged from 50 to 400 persons. CG T-15 has 
estimated that there are between 50-150 active members in the 
LCN Chicago membership with approximately 250 inactive members. 
CG T-1 has indicated that in his opinion, the best way to arrive 
at a membership figure would be to determine the top men in 
the"outfit' and multiply by 30. However, there was no indi- 
cation of his definition of "top men". 


> As of this time, the Chicago Division has identified 
a total of 201 LCN members. There are 158 current known 
members with 43 deceased. In the Rockford, Illinois, LON 
"family", there are 14 current members with 10 deceased. The 
total combined number of LCN members identified in the Chicago 
and Rockford "families" is . 225.

| The acknowledged activity of the Chicago "family" 
concerns itself with the stated purpose of making money 
through any means that can be utilized, legal or illegal, 
as well as the infiltration and corruption of Government 
officials in local, state and national levels, in an attempt 
to obtain control and influence of persons in these areas 
of Government, which would have an effect, either pro or 
con, on the activities of the Chicago "fanily". 


Yn the area of illegal activities, ganbling, 


‘vice, "juice" operations, cartage thefts and jewelry thefts 


have supplied the primary source of income in the past. 


"A most lucrative source of income was derived from handbook 


operations, layoffs, sports betting, dice games, card games 
and other forms of gambling activity. Within the recent 
past, Chicago sources who have been closely allied with 
gambling activities state that the income from gambling 

to the Chicago "outfit" has been greatly curtailed because 
of the far-reaching federal and local raids brought about 
by gambling legislation. These sources state that while 
gambling in its many forms has certainly not been stamped 
out, it is suffering badly and the old casino-tyne gambling 
is a thing of the past, There are many small independent 
handbook operations existing, and these small operations 
supply a limited source of income for the Chicago "outiit". 


The persons normally responsible for gambling activities wilhir 


the Chicago "outfit" are individuals of lesser stature than

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The organized criminal element in Chicago continues 
to exert influence and control in such other legitimate enter- 
prises as the bakery business, laundry service, dairy industry, 
some banking institutions, mortgage companies, finance companies, 
restaurants and night clubs, meat purveyors and related suppliers 
of restaurants and night clubs. | 


The organized criminal element in Chicago has 
deliberately concentrated their efforts in obtaining the 
friendship, cooperation or service of various political figures 
and local judiciary. Their ties with the political field | 
go back to the AL CAPONE days when ROLAND V. LIBONATI, formerly, 
a representative in the national Congress from the 7th District 
in Illinois, was a known friend and associate of AL CAPONE. 

„Te efforts of the Chicago LCN have been directed toward the 
infiltration and corruption of Government officials in all 
levels of Government. Through their control of these persons, 
they are able to effect items of legistration which may be 
favorable to the organized criminal element. One of the most 
notable examples was the Chicago group known as the Westside 
Bloc. The most influential person in this group was PETER C. 
GRANATA, a Republican representative in the Illinois General, 
Assembly. This group was instrumental in bringing forth items 
of legistration before the Illinois General Assembly which were 
favorable to the areas of interest influential in blocking 
items of legislation which were in opposition to organized 
crime. In local Chicago Government, the influence of the Chicago 
LCN has most dramatically been exposed through its control of 
Chicago's First Ward, with LCN member JOHN D'ARCO, former 
Alderman, and PAT MERCY, a LCN member, who is the Administrative 
Assistant to the First Ward Alderman. MARCY continues to be a 
key figure in organized crime maneuvering within the First Ward 
and with political figures. 


According to CG T-L and CG T-5, the Chicago "outfit" 
is looking toward legitimate investments in ventures which 
will afford them the cloak of respectability. They are seeking -.... 
businessmen to act as fronts in.their ventures who have no | 
previous criminal, record, and who ‘have been proven successors 
in their respective fields. Through their entry into the field 
of legitimate activities, and through their use of legitimate 
‘businessmen as investors and managers, the Chicago "outfit" 
begins to insure substantial income from new and different 
areas. This philosophy continues to be as effective and in 
force now as it was when: the sources so advised. 
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
